HEREAS by an aét of the laft feffion of Parliament for grant- 
ing certain Duties on Horfes, and gn Licences to be taken out 
by dealers therein, itis enagted, ** That all perfons within Scotland, 
who hall keep a horfe or horfes liable to. the ‘faid. duties herein after 
mentioned, thall, within thirty days after the 29th of September inftant, 
give notice in writing to the diftributors of Ramps in the different coun- 
ties, of the number of horfes kept and ufedby them, end of the parith 
or place where they refide ; at the fame time paying the refpeétive du- 
ties impofed by the faid aét. And in cafe of taking out a Licence, a pe- 
nalty of Five Pounds is forfeited by every perfon who thall negleé& to 
affix in legiblecharaéters, the words, ‘~ Licéufed Dealer in horfes,’ on a 
part of the houfe, gateway, or flable of the party fo licenced.———-And 
whenever any perfon after the expiration of the faid limited. period, 
fhall begin’ to keep and ufe horfes fubjeét to thefe duties, notice thereof 
mutt be given, and payment of the duty made, within twenty days after 
fo beginning to keep and fe horfes as afopefaid, the fame not being in 

place and ftead of othevs for which the @uty had been before paid.” 

In purfuance of the above aét, notice is hereby given, that all per- 
fons refiding within the county of Edinbutgh, who are required to pay 
the faid duties, or to take out licences, may: apply, at this office for that 
purpofe, on Thurfday firft, the goyn inftant, and every fubfequent 
day until the 29th day of O€ober next inelufive, 

And all other perfons are to apply to ‘the refpective diftributors of 
lamps inthe different couaties within the fame period.
